ORDER DENYING REQUEST TO RESET HEARING DATE 



An oral hearing before a merits panel of the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences 
has been set for July 20, 2010, for 9:00 a.m. The notice setting the hearing was mailed to counsel 
on June 10, 2010. In a facsimile letter received on July 1, 2010, applicant confirmed the hearing 
date of July 20th and submitted a paper styled "Request for Modification of Oral Hearing" which 
is a Request to reschedule the oral hearing. The Request is DENIED . 

In the Request for Modification of Oral Hearing Date, Appellant has concerns about 
Appeal No. 2009-013808 and Appeal No. 2009-012063 both being scheduled for July 20, 2010 
at 9:00 AM. Appellant's attorney states, "The hearing date and time of July 20, 2010 at 9:00 AM 
is in conflict with the (other) Oral Hearing." Cases are heard in succession not concurrently; thus 
there is not a conflict in scheduling two different cases during a single oral hearing session.
